HOW TO JOIN AND WHY 


Copies of this issue of THE ALUMNI RECORD 
have been sent to all Central alumni whose addresses 
are known to us—about two thousand in all. Its 
purpose is two-fold. We want to have you with us 
at our annual reunion, details of which are given 
elsewhere on this page. 


But whether or not you 
can be present then, we want you to lend your sup- 
port to, and share in the benefits of, the other work 
of the Alumni Association. The following article 
tells of the nature of the Association, its aims, its work 
in the past, and its plans for the future. 


The Central High School Alumni Asso- 
ciation is an organization open to all 
alumni of the school, and aiming, on one 
side, to perpetuate the associations formed 
as students, and, on the other, to further 
the interests of the school and of the 
educational system of which it forms a 
part. Though the present organization 
dates only from June, 1909, it is already 
firmly established with a membership of 
over four hundred, and has shown in a 
number of ways,.mentioned hereafter, that 
it is able to be of much value to the alumni 
and to the school. Four hundred, however, 
is only a beginning of the membership that 
should be secured from an alumni body 
which, in actual graduates alone, numbers 
over four thousand. Therefore, realizing 
the much greater effectiveness in every 
direction which would result from a large 
increase in numbers, the Association takes 
this opportunity to send information about 
its work to many alumni who are not now 
on its membership list. 


MEMBERSHIP 


The provisions for membership in the 
Association have been arranged with the 
broad view of including practically all who, 
by reason of their connection with the 
school, may be expected to have a real 
interest in it and in fheir fellow-alumni. To 
this end the restrictions on eligibility are 
few, and the membership fee (fifty cents 
a year) as low as it is poss‘ble to make it 
and yet secure results worth while. 

Graduates.— Any person holding a 
diploma from the school may become a 
member without question, No election to 
membership is necessary in this or any 
other case, and the payment of dues is the 
only requirement. 


Former students.—As 
Central hold 
diplomas, but who are nevertheless enthusi 
astic alumni, provision is made to include 
them on the same footing as graduates 
The only restrictions are that a person must

former students who do not 


have attended the school at least one 
year, and that his class must have. since 
graduated. 


Faculty members.—Many members of the 
Central faculty are also graduates of the 
school, but any other teacher of the school 
may join the Association as an associate 
member, An associate member has all the 
privileges of membership except that of 
holding office. Associate membership in- 
cludes former members of the faculty, as 
well as those now teaching in the school, 
and several former teachers have already 
joined the Association. 

Alumni of Washington High School.— 
Prior to the fall of 1890, when the separate 
Business, Eastern, and Western schools 
were established, there was, strictly speak- 
ing, no “Central” High School, but only a 
single “Washington” High School. Still 
earlier—before the building on O street, 
(still used by Central) was ready in Sep- 
tember, 1882—there were two schools, one 
for girls and one for boys, dating, res- 
pectively, from 1876-77 and 1877-78, known 
in the first few years as advanced grammar 
schools and then as high schools. Many 
of the earlier alumni have felt, however, 
that these schools really form one con- 
tinuous institution, and already more than 
sixty members of the classes of 1890 and 
earlier have joined with the later classes 
in the present organization. 

Dues.—Members pay as dues the sum of 
fifty cents a year, This covers all the 
regular privileges of membership, including 
a subscription to Tur Atumni Recorp. 
The only other fees are for the special ex- 
penses of the reunion luncheon and of the 
annual excursion, and these, of course, are 
paid only by those who attend these affairs, 
For all practical purposes, the fiscal year 
for the payment of dues runs with the 
calendar year, January to December. Pay- 
ment in advance is urged, and amounts will 
be credited as far in advance as desired. 
Most of the dues gre paid at the Christmas 
reunion, or about that time. Nevertheless, 
alumni may place themselves on our rolls 
simply by so requesting, payment to be 
made later on presentation of bill. Re- 
newal of old memberships will ordinarily 
be taken for granted, and a bill will be pre- 


sented in the usual way where payment has 
not been made in advance.

Annual Reunion on After- 
noon of That Date 


THE PLANS IN DETAIL 


All alumni are cordially invited to attend the third 
annual reunion, to be held at the school on Wednes- 
day, December 27, at 3.00 p.m. There will first 
be a program of brief speeches by prominent alumni, 
jnterspersed with musical numbers. This will be 
followed by a general ‘‘ get-together’ reunion, when 
alumni will have opportunity to talk over old times 
and new with their high school friends. Refresh- 
ments will be served, and to cover this and other 
expenses, a charge of fifty cents each will be made. 
Full particulars of arrangements are given in the fol- 
lowing article. 


General arrangements for the annual re- 
union of the Association were completed 
at a meeting of the Board of Managers 
late last month. The reunion will be held 
on December 27, and, unlike last year’s 
reunion, will take place in the afternoon. 
In this respect, however, it merely returns 
to the plan of the first reunion in 190. 
As usual, the afternoon will be divided 
between a regular program of speeches 
and musical numbers, and a general re- 
union without program. The program will 
begin promptly at 3 o'clock, and alumni 
are urged to come early and get a little 
re-acquainted with their friends before the 
organized festivities start. Nevertheless 
persons who can not come until rather 
late, will find something worth while still 
going on as late as 5:30 at least. All 
alumni who can arrange to do so, are 
urged to come for at least part of the 
afternoon. 


THE SPEAKERS 


In selecting the speakers for the after- 
noon, the idea has been to make them 
representtative in general of all periods in 
the life of the school, so that every class 
shall be virtually represented. Neverthe- 
less, care has been taken to prevent the 
number or the length of the speeches from 
making the program in any way tedious, 
The following well-known alumni have 
consented to speak for a few minutes each:

Sainerst priation bill of last March carried an item 
ess Soe of $250,000 for a new site, with which the 
Commissioners purchased the nine-acre 
block bounded by Eleventh, Thirteenth, and 
Clifton streets, and Florida avenue. Since 
then, the municipal architect’s office is 
understood to have been at work on plans, 
in order to avoid any delay when the money 
for construction is finally available. 


During the fall, when the Commissioners 
were working to cut down their estimates 
within the revenues, it was feared that the 
Central building item might suffer, but 
thorough consideration by the Commis- 
sioners resulted, it is believed, even in in- 
creasing the Board of Education’s original 
figure. While, of course, inclusion in the 
Commissioners’ estimates does not insure 
acceptance by Congress, the debates last 
year indicate that the need for a new build- 
ing is quite well appreciated in Congress. 


PAYMENTS 


One of the accessory attractions of the 
reunion will be the luncheon, to be served 
after the set program. The menu will 
include salad, ice cream, cake, and coffee. 
All this costs money, and there are still 
other expenses connected with the reunion. 
Tt is only fair that those who attend shall 
defray this expense, and to this end a 
charge of fifty cents a person is made. 

This amount is distinct from the annual 
dues of the Association.. Nevertheless, we 
would suggest that the afternoon of the 
reunion would be a good time to pay your 
dues also, if you are not already paid up 
in‘ advance. One dollar will cover the re- 
union, and dues for the next twelve 
months.

Provision has just been made whereby 
dues need not be paid strictly in advance, 
though this is in no sense an invitation to 
alumni to delay payment merely ‘because 
they can. Nevertheless, new members may 
join simply by subscribing now, and a bill 
will be sent early in 1912. A bill will be sent 
at the same time to old members who have 
not paid dues for renewal. ‘Then, if pay- 
ment is not made within a reasonable time, 
the member’s name will be dropped from 
the rolls. It is obvious, however, that de- 
layed payments will cause us extra trouble 
and expense, and payment in advance is 
urged. 


It should be fully understood that the 
annual dues and the payment for the re- 
union luncheon, are entirely separate in 
purpose, each fifty cents. The reunion fee 
does not entitle to membership privileges 
(Tue Recorp, etc.), and the dues do not 
and can not be reasonably expected to 
cover the special expenses of the reunion. 
The Association would go bankrupt at once 
if we attempted to give both for a single 
half-dollar—certainly under present condi- 
tions. Of course, members who do not 
attend the reunion pay only the dues. 
Alumni may similarly come to the reunion 
without joining the Association, but it is 
hoped that practically all will, by paying 
the full dollar, place themselves on the 
membership list as well. 


GRADUATE HONORED 


Alfred Sze, ’9¢, to be Chinese Envoy 

On October 25, it was announced that 
Sao-ke Alfred Sze, a Central graduate of 
the class of 1897, would: shortly succeed 
Minister Chang as envoy from China to 
the United States. It was expected at the 
time that Mr. Sze would reach Washing- 
ton in the latter part of December. To 
what extent the revolutionary disturbances 
which have since developed in China, will 
affect his position is not known. 


Mr. Sze came to Washington with his 
father, then an attache at the legation, 
in 1892, and remained until after his grad- 
uation in 1897. While at Central he was 


very popular with his classmates, was a 
lieutenant in the cadets, and participated

Since 
that time he has served the Chinese gov- 
ernment in a number of different positions, 
particularly in the foreign office on mat- 
ters relating to the United States.

News reached Washington early in Oc- 
tober of the death in Montana of Jonn 
Wetts Noyes, a Central graduate of 1907. 
Noyes graduated last June from Dart- 
mouth College, where he won honors in 
scholarship and also in track athletics, as 
he had done at Central. He was em- 
ployed last summer as a surveyor in Mon- 
tana, and was_ killed by an express train 
near his camp. 


CHaArLEs Grecory McRoserts, of the 
class of 1891, was shot and killed in a 
hunting accident near Antioch, Ill, on Oc- 
tober 20 last. Mr. McRoberts was out in 
a_ boat hunting ducks, and was shot by 
his guide through a misunderstanding of 
the guide’s instructions. The funeral was 
held in Washington. 


Mr. McRoberts"graduated™ from the Co-=— 
lumbian Law School, and then practiced 
law in Washington for several years. Six 
years ago he went to Chicago, and only 
about a week before his death had been 
appointed assistant United States attorney 
there. While at Central Mr. McRoberts 
was captain of Company B, a member of 
the football team, and a prominent partici- 
pant in still other student activities. 


On November 6 last, JoHn ANpREW 
Puutirs, Jr. of the class of 1908, was 
drowned while swimming in. the Bay of 
Vieques, Porto Rico. It is believed that 
he was taken with cramps and, although 
an .excellent swimmer, was unable to 
reach shore in the heavy sea which was 
running. After graduating from Central, 
Phillips had continued his studies at 
George Washington University, until last 
spring, when he received an appointment 
to the Coast and Geodetic Survey, in 
which service he was engaged at the time 
of his death

Christmas reunion. and the excursion, 
which is in a sense an informal meeting. 


Business meeting.—The business meeting 
is held annually about the time of the 
school commencement in June. Reports 
are made, and officers are elected for the 
new official year. 


Christmas reunion.—The annual reunion 
is held at the school during Christmas week. 
The third annual reunion will be held on 
the afternoon of December 27, 1911: De- 
tailed plans will be found elsewhere in this 
issue. To defray the special expenses, 
particularly of the luncheon served, a charge 
of fifty cents a person is made. All 
alumni, Association members or not, are 
welcomed. 


_Excursion.—An all-day excursion to a 
river resort is held early in June. Though 
the excursion on June 10 last was the first 
held, over 1,300 alumni and friends were on 
hand, Athletics, dancing, and other features 


were provided. The charge is twenty-five 
cents. This is the chief source of revenue 
for the Association’s work, outside of the 
members’ dues. 
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The Association realizes that there are 
many interested alumni who, by residence 
away from Washington, or otherwise, can 
not attend the meetings. It has therefore 
made special effort to secure full benefits 
of membership for every member, no matter 
how far away he or she may live. It can 
not be too emphatically stated that the 
Association does much more than hold 
annual social events. These meetings, in 
fact, are largely on a separate financial basis 
and a member is not assessed for those he 
does not attend. 

The chief feature covered by the member- 
ship dues and going to all members alike, is 
Tue AtumNi Recorp. This is published 
four times a year and sent to every member 
without extra charge. Such a publication 
is perhaps unique among high school 
alumni organizations, but it is already clos- 


ing its second year of life, and gives every 
promise of permanency as long as there is 


a large and interested membership to sup- 

port it and to benefit by it. The present 

issue is offered as a fair sample of its 
character, but it is not pretended that it is 
yet very near to the degree of usefulness 
which it can ultimately reach, It is even 
hoped that readers will find much in it to 
criticize in order that improvements may 
be made at their suggestion. Of only one 
thing are we confident—the alumni, by mak- 
ing this their paper, will find in it a valuable 
help in strengthening the membership, in 
furthering alumni projects, and in con- 
tributing to their own personal enjoyment. 

Personal news items—This feature is 
certainly one of the most interesting and 
important in such a paper as this. It is 
also one of the most difficult to get into 
working order. The showing in the present 
issue is in some respects better than hereto- 
fore, but we are far from satisfied with it. 
However, we have no doubt that if the 
alumni will actively cooperate with us, we 
can crowd each issue with items full of 
interest for every member. If you do not 
think much of what we have accomplished, 
lend a hand and help us do better. 

Other news.—TueE Record is naturally 
the medium for reports of meetings and 
announcements of all sorts. It can also 
present news of student activities, and of 
broader matters relating to the school and 
to the alumni in general. Suggestions are 
always welcomed, as well as specific news 
items. 

Miscellaneous——The quarterly also pub- 
lishes as opportunity arises, correspondence 
from alumni on matters of interest, short 
biographies of prominent alumni, special 
articles compiled from the records of the 
school, and much other matter. A catalog 
of members, with addresses, is published 
annually, and it-may be-possible to present 
a complete catalog of all the alumni, with 
addresses and other information where 
known. This would, however, entail con- 
siderable expense and a great deal of work, 
and could not be undertaken without the 
full support of a large membership. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


As has been stated, much of the Associa- 
tion’s energy has so far been spent on build- 
ing up a strong membership. Nevertheless 
something has been accomplished in other 
directions, and many avenues opened 
through which still greater good can be 
done. In particular, last year it assisted, 
through a committee of six prominent 
alumni, in securing an appropriation from 
Congress for a site on which to erect the 
new building which the school now urgently 
needs. 

Other activities on behalf of the school 
now contemplated include the securing of 
speakers to address the students at chapel 
and other exercises; the giving of medals 
for proficiency in public speaking, literary 
work, and other lines of effort; and the 
establishment of an alumni alcove in the 
library. One particular feature of this last 
would be a set of school records, including 

files of school publications, scrap books, etc. 
Assistance in these directions, and sug- 
gestions for other work, are sought from 
all alumni.

HOW WE STAND . 


In the preceding paragraphs perhaps more 
stress has been laid on what the Association 
can do than on what it has done. This is 
necessarily so, as the Association is still 
young, and as its membership is not yet, 
as we have stated, nearly as large as it 
should be and can be. It is for these 
reasons that the present campaign for a 
larger membership is made. 

Nevertheless, the Alumni Association is 
already on a firm and_ solid basis. 
Financially, a surplus of nearly two hundred 
dollars was turned over at the close of its 
second year last June. In membership, there 
are now more than 430 alumni on its rolls, 
an increase of about 125 over the first year,

OTHER PLANS. 

Elsewhere in this issue is given a list of 
the class secretaries so far appointed.

The standing business 
of the meeting is the receipt of reports 
from the retiring officers, and the election 
of officers to serve for the next twelve 
months, including the President, Vice 
President, Secretary, Treasurer, and ten 
other members of the Board of Managers.

Previous meetings have not been very 
successful on the whole. The attendance 
has been small and business has been trans- 
acted in a very perfunctory fashion.

crease, but the fact remains fhat this Asso- 
ciation, out of so large an eligible list, 
should have a much larger membership. 

The advantages of a large membership 
are too obvious to require extended men- 
tion. On the financial side, we will merely 
cite the fact that, with five hundred mem- 
bers, THe ALuMNi ReEcorD in its present 
form costs for each one of them, roughly, 
forty cents a year; with a thousand mem- 
bers, it would cost only twenty-five cents 
each, thus leaving a very appreciable sum 
available for improvements or for work in 
other directions, Likewise an increase in 
membership does not proportionately in- 
crease the work of the management, and 
with a larger field from which workers can 
be drawn, much more good can be accom- 
plished. Account must be taken, also, of 
the prestige and the momentum which go 
with a large membership. 

Now, the first requisite for getting a large 
membership is that each reader of this shall 
become a dues-paying member, if not al- 
ready on the paid-up list. You can find 
out how you stand by referring to the 
membership list on pages 7 and 8 of 
this issue. If your name does not appear 
there marked *, you are not yet, barring 


errors in making up the list, a dues-paying 
member for 1912, and should send fifty 
cents to the treasurer at once. 

But doubtless you have friends who are 
also eligible to membership—relatives, 
neighbors, classmates, college associates, 
and others with whom you are in personal 
touch. Look over the membership list and 
see if they are enrolled there. If they are 
not, make it your business to urge them 
to join, If even a good proportion of our 
readers should do this, a thousand members 


would soon be, no longer a goal, but an 


accomplished fact. 

The following table gives the figures of 
membership by classes, as recorded in the 
list on pages 7 and 8. The first column 
opposite the class years contains the num- 
ber of persons recorded present at the 
recent reunion; the second, the number of 
persons who are already paid-up members 
for 1912; the third, the total number listed 
in this issue; and the fourth, for purposes 
of comparison, the number of dues-paying 
members last year (1911).

cial prospects, 
more fully develop its present activities and 
launch out into other fields proper for it, 
provided an effective organization of active 
workers can be secured. This plan aims to 
secure such an organization. 


Some members have suggested that if 
all or most of the Board members are 
made executive, instead of merely legisla- 
tive, as at present, some other means should 
be taken to secure the official counsel of 
alumni whose assistance is of real value, 
but who can not undertake executive work. 
The best means seems to be to add other 
advisory members to the Board, though 
keeping the quorum low enough to permit 
the executive members to act readily, even 
if the others can not attend. If it seems 
necessary, the following amendment (with 
possible changes in the mumbers) will be 
pressed to a vote at the coming meeting, 
being hereby proposed in the regular way 
(by publication, not less than two weeks 
before the meeting): “In the second sen- 
tence of Article Three, strike out ‘ten’ and 
insert ‘fifteen.’ Add at the end of Article 
Three: ‘Eight members shall constitute a 
quorum of the Board.’” (As worded here, 
the Board would then have nineteen mem- 
bers, including the four officers.) 

Another difficulty, rather technical, but 
quite valid, will also occur at the coming 
meeting. The meeting will take place be- 
fore the graduation of the class of June, 
1912, and under the present rules for eli- 
gibility, the members of this class can not 
strictly be given membership privileges then. 
The following amendment is therefore pro- 
posed for action at the coming meeting, to 
take effect immediately : “Strike out the first

EDITORIALS 


The belated spring number of Tue 
Recorp appeared only about six weeks ago, 
and when preparing for the present number 
we found, as we had feared, that we would 
not have enough material for the usual 
eight pages. Nevertheless there were rea- 
sons for desiring an issue at this time, and 
out of this situation grew a plan which 
gives you only four pages in the present 
number, but will, we think, be rather more 
satisfactory for all concerned than the 
regular scheme of four eight-page issues 
per year. The plan aims, in general, to 
give you THE Recorp in, smaller doses, but 
more often, and, in particular, to substitute 
for the June and September issues three 
numbets of four pages each. 

The next number will appear in a month, 
or even less, and will give an account 
(probably illustrated) of the excursion and 
the business meeting, and reports and other 
matter about the year’s work which closes 

ne n ate WD. a Ca 
Was held over until the September number, 
will probably fill the four pages without 
depending much on miscellaneous news. 
The third four-page issue will appear about 
October 1, after the Board of Managers has 
held its first fall meeting, and will contain, 
besides the usual news, announcements for 
the new year’s activities. 

The cost of printing and postage for 
three four-page issues is just about the same 
as for two eight-page ones, and the edit- 
orial work necessary is rather less. There 
will be four less pages of reading matter, 
but we think the service will be better, and, 
it should be noted, a single four-page issue 
of the present style contains practically as 
much as the standard sixteen-page issue of 

the old size of page. We can still say, 
therefore, that we are giving you even more 
this year than we gave you in rg1I. 


Two or three alumni have written in 
criticism of the theater benefit recently held. 
Expressions of opinion, unfavorable as well 
as favorable, are always in order, and we 
have no wish to appear resentful in any 
way, but there seems to be a misappre- 
hension on one or two points which should 
be cleared up. It is the policy of the As- 
sociation to have each matter or enterprise 
involving payments by the alumni—such as 
membership, the reunion, the ‘theater bene- 
fit and the excursion—entirely voluntary 
and separate from the others, payment for 
one carrying no obligations to pay for 
others. The benefit, as also the excursion, 
was planned on this basis, and there was 
no disposition among those in charge to 
force members to contribute. Tickets were 
sent to resident members along with the 
announcements, but this was merely for 
the convenience of those who might wish 
to attend, and did not obligate the member 
to pay even so much as two cents for 
postage, since the numbering of the tickets 
made the return of the unused tickets quite 
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j superfluous. A number of alumni troubled 
themselves to return the tickets, though 


the announcement suggested that they be 
destroyed if not used. 


We are glad to give space in this issue 
to an article on the work of the alumnae 
of the Washington Normal School. Prob- 
ably half of the alumnae are also alumnae 
of Central, and Miss Turnburke, the author 
of the article, and secretary of the Normal 
School Alumnae Association, has been an 
active worker in our own organization. 
The article shows that the Normal gradu- 
ates, though organized for less than a year, 
are already doing some very valuable work. 


There are still a few copies of the April 
Record on hand, and any alumnus who 
did not receive a copy can secure one on 
request. We also have supplies of the 
three preceding issues (June, September, 
and December, 1911), and copies can be 
had for the asking.

when they remembered the friendships, the 
good times, and all the ties formed at the 
Normal School that help to make the 
training received there so pleasant. With 
this in mind, about forty girls came to- 
gether in the music room at the Franklin 
School on October 31, 1911, and discussed 
the possibility of a permanent Alumnae 
Association for the Normal School. Sey- 
eral separate class reunions had been held 
before this, but no definite plans had been 
made. 4 

At the first meeting officers were elected 
and committees appointed to draw up a 
constitution and to plan the nature of the 
meetings to follow, Miss Parkman, the 
English teacher at the Normal School, very 
kindly consented to conduct a reading circle 
with the girls, giving them the-privilege of 
selecting the authors to be discussed, During 
the year Maeterlinck, Browning, and Ibsen 
have been studied, the work being supple- 


mented by dramatizations from Maeter- 
lmeck’s “Barbe Bleue” and Ibsen’s “Doll 
House.” 


Six meetings have been held this year, 
with an average attendance of seventy-five 
girls, chiefly from the classes of 1910 and 
1911, though some of the members of the 
other classes have become enrolled. The 
meetings have all been pleasant and _profit- 
able. A separate committee on decorations 
has been appointed at each meeting, and 
the English room has been made attractive 
with autumn leaves, evergreens and spring 
flowers as the season dictated. After the 
reading circle and dramatizations the girls 
have enjoyed a social hour, with refresh- 
ments and dancing. 

At the Christmas meeting, which was 


particularly successful the Association haa 
the honor of entertaining Dr. and Mrs. 
Davidson, Mr. Stuart, and Miss Elizabeth 
Brown. At this meeting a number of

prettily dressed dolls, donated by the girls, 
were sent to the “St. Nicholas Girl’ of the 
Washington Times, for distribution to the 
poor. QOne thing that has helped make the 
meetings successful is the earnest support 
given by the teachers, particularly Miss 
Parkman, Miss Goding, and Miss Walker. 

The Association has aimed to come in 
closer touch with the girls of the school by 
entertaining each graduating class. In May, 
Igtt, though there was then no permanent 
association, some of the alumnae gave a 
very suc ful reception and dance to the 
senior class at the Potomac Boat Club. In 
April of the present year the Alumnae As- 
sociation entertained the class of 1912 at 
a “6 or 60” party at the Thompson School. 
Needless to say, most of the girls appeared 
in costume designed to portray the age of 
six, though there were a few dames with 
powdered hair. After a number of “kid 
games” in the kindergarten room, refresh- 
ments were served in the hall at kinder- 
garten tables placed in the form of a large 
block N. The decorations and place cards 
were in yellow and white, the Normal 
colors, After supper the class of 1912 pre- 
sented three dramatizations from Ander- 
sen’s fairy tales. In these a number of Cen- 
tral alumnae showed marked dramatic 
ability. 

The Association, through its dramatic 
club, has banked a fund of over a hundred 
dollars, to be used by the Normal School 
girls in their dramatic work. It also ex- 
pects to contribute toward the bungalow 
which the girls are building at Sycamore 
Island. 

If the future has as pleasant and profit- 
able times in store for the alumnae as the 
past has held there can be no doubt that 
the Normal School Alumnae Association 
will become a permanent institution. .

“Eleven 
years ago he settled in Passaic, N. J., and 
was connected with a number of prominent 
enterprises, with headquarters in New York 
City. He was also prominent in politics 
and in civic affairs. At the time of his 
death he was president of the Passaic Board 
of Trade and president of the North Caro- 
lina Transcontinental Construction «Com- 
pany. in whose interest he was in England. 
In 1891 he married Daisy Comstock Simons, 
a Central graduate of 1889. His widow and

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THE ANNUAL MEETING 


The fourth annual business meeting of 
the Association was held at the school on 
Wednesday evening, June 12. Only about 
seventy-five alumni attended, but even this 
was a slight increase over the preceding 
year, and the threatening weather of the 
early evening probably kept many away. 
The short business session got under way 
a little after 8:30, and was followed by a 
program of entertainment which was thor- 
oughly enjoyed by all. 

At the election of officers, which was the 
chief business of the meeting, Fred L. Fish- 
back, of the class of 1888, was elected 
president, and. Emily F. Sleman, of the 
class of 1901, became vice-president. George 
W. Hodgkins, ‘09, and Sara P. Lynch, ’97, 
were reelected secretary and treasurer re- 
spectively. In addition to the four officers, 
twenty others were elected to the Board of 
Managers, in accordance with a constitu- 
tional amendment enlarging the Board. 
This amendment and also another modify- 
ing the membership rules were part of the 
business of the. meeting. 


THE BUSINESS SESSION 


The business session was opened by 
President E. O. Schreiber, Jr., ’06, with 
some introductory remarks and the reading 
of _his-report. The-report summarized» the 
work of the year and made various recom- 
mendations from the old Board of Man- 
agers to its successors. The report of the 
Secretary followed, and gave, in addition 
to a review of the year, recommendations 
leading to a more thorough organization 
of the Association. The Treasurer reported 
that the balance on hand was nearly $200, 
and slightly more than the balance of 
twelve months before. The last of the re- 
ports was made by Emory M. Wilson, ’80, 
chairman of the nominating committee, 
who read a list of nominees. The commit- 
tee consisted of the chairman, Mrs. Nora 
Hoegelsberger, Sarah E. Simons, Harry 
English, and I, Paul Taylor. The reports 
of the three officers are given in full ou 
another page of this issue. 

The President then laid before the meet- 
ing two constitutional amendments which 
had been proposed, as required, by publica- 
tion in THe Recorp two weeks before the 
meeting. The first resuiution offered in- 
creased the Board of Managers from four- 
teen to nineteen members, but before finally 
passing the number was still furéher in- 
creased to twenty-four, or twenty in addi- 
tion to the four officers. The amendment 
as modified reads: “In the second sentence 
of Article Three, strike out ‘ten’ and insert 
‘twenty.’ Add at the end of Article Three, 
‘Ten members shall constitute a quorum of 
the Board’.” 

The other amendment, which was like- 
wise passed without dissent, reads as fol- 
lows: “Strike out the first three sentences 
of Article Two and insert the following: 
‘Any person (1) who holds a diploma ot 
the Central High School; (2) who has at- 
tended said school for at least one scholas- 
tic year and withdrawn in good standing, 
and whose class has graduated; or (3) who 
is, or has been for at least one year, a 
member of the faculty of said school, may

Report of the President 


My report will be very brief. The re-| 
ports of the Secretary and of the Treas- 
urer will-contain detailed information re- 
garding the activities of the association 
during the past year, and in a statistical 
way will show just how the association 
stands both as to finances and as to mem- 
bership. Anticipating those reports a little, 
I may say that the association is numeri- 
cally larger than ever before, and that the 
present Board will turn over to its suc- 
cessors nearly $200, a sum roughly the 
same in amount as the balance which the 
preceding Board turned over to us. 


With this meeting the Alumni Associa- 
tion rounds out its third year. During this 
period three Christmas reunions, two thea- 
ter benefits, and two excursions have been 
held. But the chief concern has been to 
devise a systematic organization as a basis 
for a permanent and successful association, 
A good deal has been accomplished in this 
direction, too, but much remains to be done. 


This year, for the first time, the Associa- 
tion has found it possible to assist the ac- 
tivities of the school by making money con- 
tributions to some of the student associa- 
tions. This is a step in the right direc- 
tion. The Alumni Association cannot hope 
to be successful if it degenerates into a 
mere social organization.

Twenty-five hundred copies of the De- 
cember Recorp were sent out, to all alumni 
whose whereabouts were known.

The 
objects in view were to advertise the re- 
union and secure new members, and the re- 
sults were very encouraging. The large 
attendance at the reunion has been men- 
tioned. The enrollment at the close of the 
June, 1911, meeting was 428, while early in 
1912 the tentative membership list con- 
tained 732 names, though including many 
who had not yet paid 1912 dues. Copies of 
the April and May Recorps were sent to 
all of these and also some others, chiefly 
former members of the Association, mak- 
ing about 900 in all, and bills were also sent 
out to them by the Treasurer, The paid- 
up membership for 1912 now stands at 557 
with nearly 150 to be added from the class 
of June, 1912, making about 700 in all. It 
is additional cause for gratification that 
the membership list contains representa- 
tives of every class, without a single ex- 
ception, graduated from the school from 
1877 down to the present time.

RECOM MENDATIONS 


During the past year a considerable part 
of the energies of the Board of Managers 
and the financial resources of the Associa- 
tion have been spent on the campaign for 
new members already mentioned.

The _ best 
means to the desired end seems to be to 
make the Board of Managers more largely 
executive than is the case now, probably 
with an increase in the size of the Board at 
the same time. 


CHANGES IN THE BOARD 


The Board of Managers consists at pres- 
ent of fourteen members, including the 
four officers. The President, Secretary, and 
Treasurer have clearly executive duties, 
and executive work has also been done by 
other members in special cases, but the at- 
tempt to secure work in this irregular and 
temporary way has very naturally resulted 
in uncertainty and confusion, The non- 
official places on the Board have hereto- 
fore been looked upon as chiefly legisla- 
tive and advisory, and the engrafting of 
executive responsibilities on them has been 
difficult. Definiteness is much needed here, 
and it may later be desirable to have more 
regular officers with individual titles, for 
the four we have now are notably fewer 
than the number usual with other associa- 
tions. The least that should be done is 
to have it distinctly understood that many 
or even all of the Board members will be 
called upon for regular executive work, 
and then to have the Board definitely as- 
sign places to its members at its organiz- 
ing meeting. With a number of workers, 
the work of each position would be light, 
and would be confined to the particular

SOME CONCLUSIONS 


The official count of tickets used was 780, 
of which about a third were purchased di- 
rectly at the ticket-window, a third from 
section agents among the students, and a 
third weré used by alumni to whom tickets 
had been ‘tat The official count last year 
was 1,307. \Various reasons undoubtedly 
contributed to this falling off.

contribute to the enjoyment of those who 
attend, The net profits this year will be 
fifty or sixty dollars, of which one- 
fifth will, by agreement, be turned over to 
the school athletic association.

Reunion, December 30 


The fourth annual Christmas reunion 
will be held in the school building om the 
afternoon of Monday, December 30, and all 
alumni who will be in or near Washington 
on that date should bear it in mind and 
be present.

School Interests 


A chief reason for the existence of any 
alumni association is the support of school 
interests. In its first three years our As- 
sociation has been able to do little in this 
line, but the present Board feels able to 
cultivate this field much more thoroughly. 
There is a great variety of things which 
might be attempted, but, instead of taking 
up random projects, the Board desires to 
survey the field as a whole and go at the 
work systematically. A committee has 
therefore been provided, which will report 
definitely what can be done and how it can 
be done, at the November meeting of the 
Board. Mr. Wilson, ’89, as principal of the 
school, heads this committee, and four other 
alumni will cooperate with him. 

Among the subjects which have been 
talked of under the head of “school inter- 
ests” are: building, equipment, and decora- 
tions; teachers and instruction; school and 
home; lectures and entertainments; aid to, 
and general cooperation with, various stu- 
dent activities; college aid employment for 
graduates; collection and preservation of 
archives, etc. Suggestions from the alumni 
at large are cordially invited. 


Correspondents 


Announcement was made about a year 
ago of a plan to secure a closer organiza- 
tion of the alumni body through a corps of 
correspondents. It was thought that each 
correspondent would be in more personal 
touch with a certain group of alumni and 
could bind them more closely to the general 
organization. The form taken by this pro-

Publicity must be se- 
spe in the newspapers and by mail, so | 
cio enlarge the Association and to make 
a social and other enterprises successful, 
Tt sre are then many records to be kept 
ay 10 date and in form for ready refer- 
nce especially the card catalog of alumni, 
which now contains the name of every 
eraduate, but which still needs much work 
to make it the storehouse of accurate and 
useful information which such a catalog 
should be. 
These various lines of work will be under 
the general supervision of the Secretary, 
but details will be looked after largely by 
a few assistants, whose names and duties 
will be announecd in the next issue of THE 
Recorp, out early in December. 


New Building Prospects 


We have already recorded that the Dis- 
trict Commissioners asked Congress last 
December for $250,000 with which to begin 
the construction of the new Central High 
School building on the ground already pur- 
chased. This item was refused in the 
House, but was inserted in the Senate. In 
the bill which finally became law on June 
26, the Senate receded from its amendment, 
but succeeded in keeping a provision by 
which the unexpended balance of the site 
appropriation should be used to draw plans 
for a building to cost $725,000 and to accom- 
modate 2,500 pupils (more than in any two 
of the present high schools). This balance is 
about $16,000, out of the quarter of a 
million appropriated for the site in IgII. 

Several conferences have been held this 
fall about plans for the building, and Mr. 
Villiam Ittner, an architect of St. Louis, 
Who has gained a wide reputation as a 
designer of school buildings, has been en- 
Saged for the work. Mr. [ttn plans are |

Membership 


_ As we go to press the total membership 
for 1912 stands at 712 persons. This figure 
Is practically final, though a very few ad- 
ditions or corrections May come to notice 
in the next few months. ' The total mem- 
bership in ror0 (the Association’s first 
fiscal year) was only 307, and in torr it 
Was 304. The 712 members listed are regu- 
lar dues-paying members, except that the 
170 graduates of the two 1912 classes have 
been included without payment of any dues 
for the rest of this year.

students registered by the first week of 
October.

twenty more than a year ago, is considered 


very good, as even a loss of numbers was 
much feared owing to more stringent laws 
about payment of tuition by suburban 
residents, many of whom find Central the 
most convenient high school to reach. The 
present enrollment includes 721 girls and 
397 boys. The numbers in the two fourth-

in all.

Observant readers (of which we are 
proud to have a few) will have noted a 
change in size of page with this issue. 
After our own experience, and some dis- 
cussion with other alumni, we have con- 
cluded that the best size for permanent 
adoption is something between our original 
6x9 size, and the 9x12 size that we in- 
augurated last December. The present 7 x 
10 page is the result. This size is much

Finances 


In past years a half-dollar special fee has 
been charged at reunions, to cover the cost 
of refreshments, publicity, etc. After ex- 
tended consideration, the Board of Mana- 
gers had decided to do away with this fee 
entirely this year. It was strongly felt that 
a considerable part of previous expense has 
been really unnecessary, and, when matters 
were investigated thoroughly, the essential 
expenses were found so small that any fee 
at all would be hardly worth while. Con- 
sidering the hour of day and the general 
circumstances, any refreshments beyond 
simple ice cream and cakes seem super- 
fluous, are difficult to serve, and interfere 
with sociability instead of promoting it. 
Other expenses will also be lightened this 
year, and the whole cost paid out of the 
general funds, though counted as charged 
against social receipts (such as the excur- 
sion surplus) rather than against the mem- 
bership dues. 

While the special fee will be no longer 
charged, members are urged to pay their 
membership dues at the reunion as they 
have been accustomed to do heretofore. 
The memberships of nearly six hundred of 
our members are about to expire, and this 
will be a convenient time for renewing, as 
well as for payments by alumni who are 
not now on our membership list. Look 
on pages 7 and 8 of this issue, and see how 
-your account stands. If you pay at the re- 
union, please fill out and bring with you 
the remittance blank which should be en- 
closed with THE Recorp, as a great deal of 
trouble can be saved in this way. You can 
pay for more than one year at a time if 
you find it more convenient. Payments 
other than dues may also be made at the 
reunion, and the several alumni who have 
not. yet closed their accounts for tickets 
used at the excursion and the theater bene- 
fit last spring, are urged to do so on De- 
cember 30. 


Publicity 


In the way of sending out notices of the 
reunion, a new scheme is being tried this 
year which is frankly just an experiment, 
but which gives promise of success. We 
have had printed several hundred copies 
of a circular containing information about 
the reunion and about the Association in 
general, and these are being distributed by 
class secretaries and a number of other 
alumni. _Each circular goes to a high 
school friend of the person sending it, with 


a request that he forward ‘it, after notin 
the contents, to some other friend in tury 
The circular contains space for the signa- 
tures of the alumni through whose hands it 
passes. It is hoped that each circular will 
reach a number of alumni, including Der- 
haps some ‘whose addresses are not even 
known at “headquarters.” It is hoped, also 
that the personal idea emphasized in the 
method of distribution will increase the 
effectiveness, while at the same time mak. 
ing the distribution feasible. There will be 
a large saving in initial postage expense 
and also in the labor of preparing and 
handling mailing lists. Extra copies of the 
circular remain on hand, and if you think 
you can send out one or more of them to 
good advantage, you can readily secure 
them by applying to the Secretary, at the 
school address. 

While these circulars are going their 
rounds, other means of publicity will also 
be used. This issue of THE REcorp serves 
as a notice to our 714 regular mambers, 
who are urged to spread the news among 
their friends. Notices will also be secured 
in the Washington daily newspapers from 
time to time, and several will probably have 
appeared while Tue Recorp is in press. 

Plans for the reunion are already pretty 
well settled, but those in charge do not 
pretend to monopolize all the good ideas, 
and suggestions from the alumni at large 
will be welcomed. They may be sent in 
care of the Secretary. The reunion is being 
managed by a committee of the Board of 
Managers, as follows: Fred L. Fishback, 
chairman; Emily F. Sleman, Helen M.

Last summer and fall we tried the plan 
of substituting three small issues of THE 
Recorp for two larger ones, and it now 
seems best to continue this plan thréugh 
the winter. It is our idea to issue THE 


,Recorp just whenever it is most needed, 


and we think this new arrangement. will 
give the Association and its members better 
service than the old quarterly plan, while 
the cost will be just about the same. If the 
arrangement becomes permanent there will, 
therefore, be six issues a year, at somewhat 
irregular -intervals—probably in January, 
March, May, June, October, and Decem- 
ber. Each issue will be at least as large 
as this, and can be larger if your support 
in contributions and in membership dues 
will permit. Of course, the average cost 
per copy decreases very much as the num- 
ber of copies increases, so that a larger 
membership means ‘better service here, as 
also in the other lines of alumni work.

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a NEWS OF THE SCHOOL 


Central closed its football season on No- 
vember 22, defeating Western by the over- 
whelming score of 61 to 0, ‘The first two 
championship games were so hard-fought 
that it was only with the greatest difficulty 
that Central put across a lone but decisive 
touchdown, defeating both Eastern and 
Tech by 6 to 0; but an 18 to 0 victory over 
Business, and the climax with Western, 
followed. Central thus has clear title to 
the championship, while Tech, Eastern, 
Business, and Western follow in the order 
named, Central also holds the undisputed 
prep school championship of the District 
by reason of a 33 to 0 game with the 
Georgetown Preps. The high school cham- 
pionship is practically the third consecutive, 
though the play-off of last year’s tie with 
Tech was unofficial; and not since 1909 has 
the team been scored on in a championship 
game. 


Captain “Murph” King has not only 
ranked at the top as an individual star, 
both in the line and at fullback, but has 
also proved one of the very best team 
leaders ever developed by Washington 
schools. Outside of its leader, the team 
was not rated very strong at the start of 
the season, but a number of other indi- 
vidual men have since shown up well, and 
the 1913 outlook is very good. The team 
owes much to the coaching of Mr. Thomas, 
and his associates, Tom Kirby and Phil 
King.

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CLASS ORGANIZAT 


The real strength of any alumni associa- | 


tion must lie in the personal sentiments 


which bind individual alumni to their 
school friends and to the — school 
itself. A general organization of all 


alumni is necessary for an effective utili- 
zation of this personal inttrest. But an 
assocation of so wide a scope, now well 
into its second generation of graduates, is 
too large to develop this personal idea di- 
rectly. Some smaller unit is necessary 
also, and the most natural unit is the class. 

Class organizations have their separate 
value for social pleasure and for other 
purposes.

The value of alumni organizations is 
fully attested by their wide prevalence 
among schools and colleges of this country. 
We have at least done a little to prove our 
tight to exist. That we have not done 
more is partly because we have not suffi- 
cently close and active cooperation from 
the great body of alumni.

Our card catalog gives addresses 
for about 2,500 alumni. We have lately 
prepared a list of the graduates of each 
class, with some other data added, and can 
turn these over to those who can use them. 
Just tell us what you can do and what you 
want us to do, and we will meet you half- 
way. 

If several interested classmates get to- 
gether, by mail if they can not do so in 
person, they can probably devise means of 
accomplishing something, without undue 
effort or expense, that will result in en- 
joyment to their class members and in- 
creased effectiveness to alumni work in 
general, But remember that unless some- 
one in your class takes the initiative, your 
class will get left out.

While classes are the most natural 
groups of alumni, they are not the only 
groups where organization will provide en- 
joyment to members and_ strength to 
alumni work.

THE REUNION 


The fourth annual Christmas 
was held at the school on the after 
Monday, December 30, 1912.

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| “REVIEW” FILES 


| Contributions Needed to Com- 
| plete Them 


| _ A few additions recently made to the 
pbppenne a: of student publications, call 
tributione SEaciaa of still further con- 
ons of this nature. Through lack - 
of systematic attention, these files have 
become little better than fragmentary, 
and it naturally falls upon the alumni to 
| Supply the deficiency. 

_ The Secretary recently made an in- 
ventory of all the copies of student publi- 
| cations in the school library or otherwise 

in the possession of the school. In the 
early years official files were kept, but 
later the editors for the most part 
either neglected to keep files or else for- , 
got to turn them over to the school at 
the end of the year. Former editors or 
managers of “The Review” and other 
publications are urged to see if the 
latter may not have happened in their 
case. 

Of “The Review,” the library possesses 
a complete file from the first number, 
October 13, 1886, up to and including the 
seventh issue of the ninth year, April 25, 
1895. There are two, or even three, sets 
of 1886-7, 1889-90, and 1893-4. 

Between the spring of 1895 and the fall 
of 1902, four years seem to be entirely 
missing. One set each of the three years, 
1896-97, 1898-99, and 1899-1900, have 
| recently been donated by Robert C. 
Greene, ’00. 

For the years from 1902-03 to the 
present, there are two bound yolumes and 
quite a number cof loose copies. Never- 
theless, there are about a dozen scattered 
issues entirely lacking, and for not one 
| of these ten years is there a second com- 
plete set. 

Of the early yearbooks, the library 
possesses only “The Record” of 1891. Of 
“The Brecky” there are only copies of 
| 1907, 1909, 1910, and 1912. 
| The first aim is, of course, to secure 
one complete file of “The Review” and 
other publications, but duplicate copies 
| are also much desired. It would cer- 
tainly seem wise to collect and bind at 
least two sets of “The Review” for each 
year, and to store another copy or two 
in reserve for Srlereen te whenever 
i copies can be secured.

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$300,000 APPROPRIATED 


The District of Columbia Appropriation 
Act, signed by President Taft on the 
morning of March 4, contained an item 
appropriating $300,000 with which to 
begin the construction of the new Central 
High School, and authorizing contracts to 
be made for a building to cost $1,200,000. 
The ground (the nine-acre block shown 
on the map on this page) ‘was purchased 
under the 1911 appropriation act for 
$234,000. Last year an effort to secure 
an appropriation for the building was un- 
successful, but plans were authorized to 
be drawn up for a building to accommo- 
date 2,500 pupils and cost $725,000. 


Mr. William Ittner, of St. Louis, an 
expert on school architecture, was en- 
gaged to draw plans, and it was found 
that a building of the size required would 
cost more than Congress had allowed. 
Last December the District Commis- 
sioners requested $300,000 to begin a 
$1,200,000 building, and this amount was 
allowed by the House District Committee. 
The provision was forced out of the bill 
on the floor of the House, but was 
restored by the Senate and finally agreed 
to by both houses. 


Plans are now nearly complete, and we 
expect to illustrate them in the next 
issue of “The Record,” giving also a 
more detailed description. It is planned 
to break ground late in the summer, and 
the completed building should be ready 
for occupancy in September, 1915, just 
thirty-three years after the opening of 
the present building. 


Mr. Ittner’s detailed estimate includes 
$912,000 for construction of building, 
$104,500 for grading and construction of 
athletic field, $146,600 for fixed equip- 
ment, and a $36,900 margin for con- 
tingencies. The fixed equipment will be 
planned with the building and built into 
it, instead of being added later from a 
Supplementary appropriation, as has pre- 


viously been the practice. Adding the 
cost of the land, the plans, and the mis- 
cellaneous equipment, the new Central 
will cost about a million and a half. The 
present building cost less than a tenth 
of that amount. 

In accordance with the present trend 
of educational opinion, the new Central 
will be a combination school, combining 
academic, technical and business courses 
in the same building. The building will 
accommodate more than twice as many 
pupils as Central’s present enrollment, 
and the present Business and McKinley 
schools will soon be taxed to their 
capacity by those taking the non- 
academic courses. 

The building itself will face Clifton 
street on the north, and will contain 
ample class rooms, study halls and la 
boratories, an assembly hall seating two 
thousand, a lunch room, two gymnasiums, 
a swimming pool, an armory and riflle 
range, and other features. The manual 
training shops will be in wings on the 
south front, and beyond will be the 
athletic field encircled by a quarter-mile 
track and seats for six thousand people. 
Extensive terraces will be necessary 0M

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COMMITTEE’S REPORT 


Important Changes Are 
Suggested 


Somewhat earlier in the year the Board 
of Managers authorized a special commit- 
tee of five to look into the organization 
and work of the Association as a whole 
and to recommend any needed changes. It 
seemed time that some systematic survey on 
these lines should be made, to the ultimate 
end that the work before the Association 
should be much more definitely laid out 
than heretofore, that its working forces 
should be more thoroughly and permanently 
organized, and that the effectiveness of the 
Association should consequently be greatly 
increased in all directions. 

‘The committee consisted of the four pres- 
ent officers, together with last year’s pres- 
ident, viz.: Fred L. Fishback, 88, presi- 
dent; Emily F, Sleman, ’or, vice-president ; 
George W. Hodgkins, ’o9, secretary; Sara 
P. Lynch, ’97, treasurer; and FE. Otto 
Schreiber, Jr., ’06, ex-president. This com- 
mittee has lately had several meetings, and 
has concluded to recommend some import- 
ant changes. The committee’s conclusions 
were presented to the Board of Managers 
at its meeting on May 14, and were ap- 
proved after discussion and some moditi- 
cation, 

Several of the changes will scquic 
amendment of the Constitution of the 
Association. An amendment must be pre- 
posed by publication in an issue of THE 
Record mailed at least two weeks prior to 
the meeting at which a vote is to be taken. 
The text and explanations of the amend- 
ments are given herewith, and a vote will 
be taken at the annual business meeting to 
be held on Monday evening, June 16. To 
adopt the amendments will require a 
quorum of thirty and a two-thirds major- 
ity. 

While it is hoped that the changes will 
be adopted in all essential features on June 
16, they are, of course, freely open to dis- 
cussion and modification All alumni are 
urged to be present at the meeting. Com- 
ments and suggestions will also be wel- 
comed beforehand, and may be sent to the 
Secretary of the Association, at the school 
address, at any time. 

Officers 


Several changes are proposed in official 
organization, At. present there are four 
principal officers, who, with twenty asso- 
ciates, form a Board of Managers. This 
large board is the general governing body 
of the Association. It is proposed to change 
this arrangement by amending Article III 
of the Constitution to read as follows: 

“The officers of this Association shall be 
a president, four vice-presidents, a secre- 
tary and a treasurer, who shall be elected

annually at the general mecting of ¢ 

Association. The seven officers shall to. 
gether constitute an executive committes 
which shall have general power to conduct 
the business of the Association subject to 
the provisions of this constitution and of 
the by-laws hereinafter provided for, 

“It shall be the duty of the president or 
in his absence a vice-president, to preside 
over all meetings of the Association, 

The secretary shall keep the records of 
the Association, and shall notify all mem- 
bers in writing of any meetings to be held 
The treasurer shall have charge of all funds 
of the Association, and shall make disburse. 
ments therefrom on authorization of the 
executive committee, except that no dis- 
bursements shall be made from the prinei- 
pal of the life membership fees or other 
permanent funds of the Association. 

“As soon as practicable after its elec 
tion, the executive committee shall desig- 
nate sixteen other members who shall con- 
stitute, with the seven officers, an advisory 
body to be known as the Board of Mana- 
gers. Any vacancies which may occur dur- 
ing the year shall be filled by the executive 
committee. The Board of Managers shall 
adopt and amend from time to time such 
by-laws as may be needed for the perma- 
nent guidance of the Association and its 
officials on important points not specified in 
this constitution.” 

The first paragraph adds three more vice- 
presidents to the officers of the Associa- 
tion. It is intended that the president, sec- 
retary and treasurer shall have the duties 
ordinarily falling to those officers in any 
organization, while the four vice-presidents 
shall each have charge of one department 
of this Association’s special activities. The 
four departments now in mind may be 
roughly designated as school interests, class 
organizations, social and other special en- 
terprises, and THe ALumNt Recorp, fe 
spectively. More will be said of these de 
partments in the closing portion of this 
article. 

This paragraph of the amendment further 
confers on the seven officers, acting [0 
gether as an executive committee, all the 
powers now held by the whole Board of 
Managers as regards the current transac 
tion of business. It has been very difficult 
to get the large board together oftel 
enough to provide for all the matters com 
ing up from time to time. The manage, 
ment of the Association stands most 1 0 
of simplicity and vigor in its workings, ee

These advisers, however, should be per- 
sons in thorough touch with alumni work. 
At present the twenty associates on the 
Board of Managers are elected on a general 
ticket at the annual meeting, with the idea 
that the officers may call on some or all 
of them later for individual or committee 
work. Persons so chosen, however, can not 
really be depended on to fit individually into 
the actual needs which develop, and if they 
do not, are apt to get out of touch and 
become inactive. Under the new plan, the 
officers are expected to select various 
alumni to co-operate with them in particular 
capacities when they map out their year’s 
work in detail, and then simply designate 
sixteen of these to serve as members of the 
Board of Managers in addition to, and in 
recognition of, their individual duties.

Che need is felt of arousing a more gen- 
eral interest in the elections and other busi- 
ness of the Association, whereas proposals 
at the annual meeting are now ratified prac- 
tically without discussion. In the elections 
it might improve matters to have the nom- 
inating committee present more than one 
name for each office. A nominating com- 
mittee seems necessary to prevent confu- 
sion at the election, but more nominations 
should cause interest rather than confusion 
at_one of our representative reunion gath- 
erings, and the Association would then be 
doing some electing of its own instead of 
practically delegating full power to the 
nominating committee. This change will 
probably be inaugurated next December. 


Financial Matters 


The special committee devoted consider- 
able time to discussing various financial 
questions. Most of these, however, do not 
affect the constitution of the Association, 
and it was concluded to leave them to next 
year’s officers for more definite determina- 
tion. Nevertheless, one constitutional 
amendment is proposed in this field. It 1s 
a common practice among other alumni 
associations to provide for life member- 
ships, which thus form a sort of endowment 
fund, increasing the stability of the organ- 
ization. The committee does not presume 
to say how many life memberships our 
Association can secure, but considers it wise 
to provide definitely for such as might be 
ffered. .

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partments of alumni work. ‘Lhe more de- 
tailed development of plans, together with 
the perfecting of the working organization 
by which they are to be carried out, will 
be an important duty of the officers who 
will serve for the six months’ term begin- 
ning this month and ending late next De- 
cember. 

In the department of school interes¥s sev- 
eral projects are already under way, toward 
helping the cadets, completing the fires 01 
The Review, etc. These should be contin- 
ued, but meanwhile more comprehensive 
plans should be laid under which more sys- 
tematic advantage can be taken of the Asso- 
ciation’s varied opportunities to help the 
school. ; 

The department of class work has its be- 
ginning in our hitherto rather experimental 
system of class secretaries, which should 
now be reorganized on a permanent basis 
with such improvements as experience may 
suggest. 

To the social department falis the task o1 
continualy improving our reunions and ex- 
cursions, and also of finding one or two 
more social events to keep them company 
each year. 

Tue ALumni Record can be made more 
interesting by perfecting the facilities for 
gathering news and for preparing other 
readable material. 

In the financial department improvements 
are needed to secure the annual payments 
of dues more certainly and with less ex- 
pense, to secure a more systematic planning 
of expenditures in the various departments, 
and to make the Association’s financial con- 
dition more stable. To these ends, how- 
ever, the thorough co-operation of all the 
other departments is needed. 

The Association’s financial condition has 
so far been too much a series of ups and 
downs. A striking case of “downs”. has 
developed this spring, but is occasion not so 
much for alarm as for study. With good 
profits on the excursion and further re- 
ceipts from dues, recovery should be rapid, 
but steps should be taken to lock the stable 
door before the horse is sfolen all ove: 
again. 

Hitherto we have had several memper- 
ship campaigns which, though rather expen 
sive, have materially increased the member- 
ship total. On the other hand, there has 
heen far too much difficulty and expense in 
holding members from year to year. What 
is needed is no whirlwind campaign, but a 
solid development. In the early years of an 
organization, a good deal of stress is nat- 
urally aid on the organization itself, but it 
is now time to lay greater stress on what 
the organization does and less on what and 
how large it is. 

What the Association does will naturally 
react upon the size and strength of the or- 
ganization itself. The accomplishment of 
things for the school will be a binding 
forge, Che increase of work among the 
classes, with the personal touch to the fore,

THE BUSINESS MEETING 


The fifth and last annual June busines, 
meeting was held at the school on Mon- 
day evening, June 16.

The final membership total for 1912 was 
715, including 170 complimentary member- 
ships to the 1912 graduates. Up to June, 
1913, only 402 of these had renewed their 
memberships, in spite of repeated notices 
sent with Tur Recorp or separately at an 
expense of about $25. Including new mem- 
bers and 217 complimentary memberships 
to the 1913 graduates, the membership total 
in June was €90, somewhat less than in the 
previous June. 

Six issues of Tue AtumNr Recoxp were 
published and sent to all members during 
the period of this report (including the 
June issues of both 1912 and 1913). In 
October a second change in size of page 
was made, and the new size has proved 
very satisfactory.

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ORIGIN OF BRECKY 
Story of the School Yell 


Brecky co-ax! co-ax! co-ax! 

Brecky co-ax! co-ax! : 
Hiro! kiro! walligo, walligo, walligo-ax! 
High School—Central! 


The editor had come across a couple 
interesting facts about the origin of the 
Central “brecky,” and was on the verge of 
writing a brief article in the hope of draw- 
ing out further information from our read- 
ers, when there opportunely came to hand 
a letter from Charles M. Merwin, ’o8, of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., on the very same subject. 
Asa result of inquiries suggested by Mr. 
Merwin’s letter, the brief article has 
lengthened considerably, but it is still in- 
complete and we hope that any readers 
who may possess information on the sub- 
ject will respond promptly so that further 
details can be published in our next issue. 

Mr, Merwin’s letter was occasioned by 
hearing at a football game in New York 
City, the yell of the High School of Com- 
merce, identical with the Central brecky 
in almost every detail from the beginning 
to the point where the school’s name is 
given. Mr. Merwin goes on to say: 

“My first thought was that the New 
York school had heard our cheer and ad- 
mired it to the point of adopting it for 
their own; which would be complimentary 
to us, as well as creditable to their taste 
in selection. Or some Central graduate, 
who was a teacher there, might have intro- 
duced it. But I am not sure whether we 
ourselves originated this yell, or whether 
we adopted it readymade from elsewhere. 
I only know that it was the recognized 
Central yell when I entered the school in 
1894. I think I have heard that this, as 
well as the famous Yale cheer of some- 
what similar wording, is based on a pas- 
sage of Aristophanes’s comedy, “The 
Frogs,” but I cant vouch for that either.” 
Nn any point of Central history the court 
of first resort, and oftentimes the court 
of. last resort as well, is our alumnus and 
Principal, Mr. Wilson.

The frogs of the Editor's ac- 
ee do not seem to have learned the 
orecky, but the note to our edition states 
that the Greek Species, at any rate, are 
wont to vocalize precisely as Aristophanes 
records them, So you see the brecky is a 
highly educational yell, combining both the 
classics and nature study in one harmonious 
whole, ; 
_ Inquiry among several alumni seemed to 
indicate that the brecky became established 
about the year 1889-90, and a search in 
The. Review of that year brought to light 
an interesting article in the issue of De- 
mb The article gives the 
original school yell as follows: Rah! rah! 
rah! Hi! ho! ha! Washington High School! 
Sis! boom! ah-h! With the words ETigh 
School Cadet Corps in place of the school 
name, this yell had also become the official 
cadet yell. The article then goes on to 
say: 

“These were neither of them original 
with the W. H. S., and several enthusiastic 
students of ’88 put their heads together and 
compounded a new yell, made up of a 
modified version of a class cry often heard 
in our nothern colleges: 

Breky co-ax! co-ax! co-ax! 
Breky co-ax! co-ax! 


| Heiro! Hayro! Hulabaloo! co-ax! co-ax! 


High School!” 
This yell, of course, belonged then to the 


whole Washington High School, as the 


branch schools were not organized until 
the fall of 1890. Since that time the word 
Central has been added at the end, and the 
second half of the yell has been much 
modified. The phrase beginning with 
Hulabaloo, bein~ the least emphasized in 
the whole yell, has undergone most radical 
thange. A few years ago it was quite dis- 
tinctly pronounced as printed at the head 
of this page, but the tendency at present 
is to slur it over into an unrecognizable 
rumble which, in the Editor’s opinion, seri- 
ously mars the yell. The yell of the High 
School of Commerce, as given by Mr. Mer- 
win, has the zwalligo-ax of the newer Cen- 
tral version, but has Hyo, hyo, instead of 
Hiro, kiro. : 

The passage quoted from The Review 
was reprinted with additional matter in 
The Review Annual, published in the 
spring of 1890. (This volume, by the way, 
is unfortunately lacking from the school 
library, but there is one copy at the Libra- 
ry of Congress.) After giving the brecky, 
The Annual goes on to say: 

“This cheer though beautiful and eupho- 
nious is most too long, especially when an 
exciting game of football is in progress. 
Under such circumstances the following is 
generally given: 
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Hialgo! hialgo! hialgo-lah! 
High School! High School! Rah! rah! 
rah!” 

The remark about the length of the 
brecky is a little surprising today when 
the yell is so often given, not merely once, 
but three times in succession. 

There seems little doubt that the brecky 
came to Central from Yale, and that Yale 
got it from Aristophanes. It also seems 
likely that it became permanently estab- 
lished as a high school yell about 1890, 
though originally introduced some two 
years before that. The few members of 
788 and neighboring classes whom the Edi- 
tor has seen, did not have any recollection 
of the first appearance of the yell in the 
high school, but perhaps this article will 
reach some one who was instrumental in 
originating it, and will thus bring forth 
more light on the subject. 


The School Colors 


The article in The Review of December 
21, 1889, was in reply to an inquiry about 
both the colors and the yells of the school, 
and on the former subject the brief state- 
ment is made that: “The school colors are 
now, as they have always been, Light Blue 
and White.” 

Very much interested to know when the 
change to the present dark blue was made, 
the Editor discovered another article in 
The Review of May 20, 1892, during the- 
second year of the branch schools, but stil] 
before the idea of separation had become 
very firmly fixed. The article begins: “At 
last the High School colors have been de- 
cided on!” In brief, 4 convention of dele- 
gates from the Central and branch schools 
met in study hall two on Friday, May 6, 
with J. E. Watkins as chairman, and C. E. 
Yount, class president of ’92, as secretary. 
Nine combinations of colors were proposed 
and voted on in a series of ballots. The 
Western delegates had advocated red and 
gray, and that combination was in the lead 
in the early voting, but the last ballot 
gave dark blue and white a great majority 
and they were pronounced the high school 
colors. 


A rapid search through some other files 
of The Review failed to reveal when or 
how the original light blue and white sank 
into disuse (later to be resurrected by the 
Eastern High School), or when the new 
colors became the sole property of the 
Central school while Eastern, Western, and 
Business adopted colors of their own. 
There should be among the readers of Tur 
Rrcorp however, some who can supply in- 
formation on the subject, so that we can 
give in an early issue the complete story 
of the high school colors. 


We have always thought that THe Rec- 
ord should contain, beside the usual official 
announcements and news of the alumni and 
the school, occasional special articles of 


interest to alumni. We haye alr 
printed several brief articles sugges ie 
the project for a new school building by 
three years ago published an article * a 
history of the several alumni associate 
which had existed before the Diesen 
ganization was started in 1909.

The Alumni Associa- 
tion is anxious to complete the files in 
duplicate as far as possible and then to 
bind them for permanent preservation, 
Copies of practically any issue of The 
Review or any of the several other student 
publications of the past, will be welcome 
additions to the supply.

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DEATH OF COL. Ross 


Col. Burton R. Ross, for almost thirty 
years commandant and instructor of the 
Washington High School Cadets, died of { 
heart disease at his Washington home on 
December 26, 1913. He had been in rather 
poor health for some time, but had con- 
tinued regularly in his drill work, and his 
death came as a surprise to his high school — 
associates. The body was interred at 
Arlington, and officers of the cadet regi- 
ment were present at the services. Col. 
Ross was seventy-one years old. His wife 
and a daughter survive him, ‘ 
Capt. Ross, as he was then known, be- 
came instructor of the High School Cadets 
in 1884, two years after the corps was first 
organized. Under his care the organiza-— 
tion has grown from two companies to 4 — 
regiment of eleven companies, and men 0 
high rank in the army have repeatedly 
characterized it as one of the best drilled 
organizations in the country. a 
Col. Ross was a native of Washington 
and was for many years prominently col 
nected with the local national guard, 
was one of the founders of the Washingt® 
Light Infantry Corps, and at the time of 
his retirement, a few years ago, Was, jeul- 
tenant colonel of the First Infantry, “7. 
D. C. He saw active service during the 
Civil War and was a member 0% the 
G. A. R. 5,

quite a number of Central people who 
were abroad at the time war was de- 


clared. 

On July 30, after a delightful tour through 
Italy, we arrived at Lucerne. I had_ pre- 
viously told the party that, in my opinion, 
the climax of their enjoyment would be at- 
tained here, but I little knew how truly I 
had prophesied; my veracity was never 
questioned afterwards. 

July 31 was one of the most perfect days 
that I have ever spent in Switzerland. After 
a fine day’s trip we returned to our hotel 
about 7:45, little suspecting the surprise 
that was in store for us; the course of 
events had moved rapidly in Europe that 
day. We were informed that it was impos- 
sible to get into Germany; that France was 
mobilizing, and that if we wished to get 
out of Switzerland we had no time to lose. 
This news was rather disconcerting to one 
in charge of a party of twenty persons with 
the responsibility of looking after thirty- 
seven souvenir-laden suit cases, I can as- 
sure you.

The new high school building is to 
be 373 feet long east-and-west by 195 
feet north-and-south, and is to be built 
around two interior courts each 50 by 
80 feet. Between the courts is to be, on 
the ground floor, the school lunch-room, 
and above it, extending through three 
stories, the great assembly hall, seating 
over two thousand persons. The main 
entrance will be in the center of the 
north or Clifton street side, and near it 
on the first floor will be the offices of 
the school, one room of which is to be 
made use of by the Alumni Asociation. 
Above the entrance are to be the li- 
brary on the second floor, and the music 
room or small auditorium on the third 
floor. The classrooms, laboratories, etc. 
will be located along the sides of the 
building on the ground floor and the three 
upper floors.

Central opened for its thirty-ninth an- 


nual session on Monday, September 21. | 


On October 7 the enrollment of the school 
- was 1138, which is about seventy more 
than at the coresponding time last year. 
Most of the increase is among the boys, 
and the greatly increased enlistment in 
the cadet battalion is one gratifying re- 
sult of this fact. 

Most of the other high schools also 
have much increased enrollments. At 
Business it has been necessary to di- 
vide part of the school into morning and 
afternoon sections in order to accommo- 
date the pupils. Technical is also 
crowded. Western continues to be pro- 
vided for at the Franklin and Fillmore 
graded school buildings, as her own 
building, which was partly destroyed by 
fire last April, will not be again ready 
for occupancy until next fall at the ear- 
liest. 


An interesting change made at Cen- 
tral during the summer was the break- 
ing up of the three study-halls into 
classrooms, S. H. 1 and S..H. 3 forming 
three rooms each, and S. H. 5 two rooms. 
There were formerly five study-halls in 
the building, but S. H. 2 and S. H. 4 
were divided into classrooms in 1899. 
Under the new arrangements each teach- 
er has her classes in her own room, 
while the pupils move around from recita- 
tion to recitation. The classrooms of the 
building, now 38 in all, have been renum- 
bered on a new plan.

THE CORNER-STONE FUND.

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CENTRAL CELEBRITIES 


Mrs. Nora Hoegelsberger. 


Most of us learned our German alpha- 
bet from her name, as well as our first 
ideas of pronunciation in that language. 
Hundreds of us have known her as “the 
Frau.” I remember how amused she 
was when one of her co-workers protest- 
ed against the title on the score that it 
made her seem “so settled.” 

“But I don’t care,” she answered, | dat 
rather want the boys and girls to think 
I’m older than I am.” 

So “the Frau” she was joyously called 
by class after class, in a spirit of affec- 
tionate bravado and pride. 

Emilie Alexandrine Nora Lindenberg 
Hoegelsberger was born in Elizabeth, 
New Jersey, of German parents, who, 
following in the footsteps of Carl Schurz, 
elected to give up ease and position in 
their own country to realize their ideas 
of liberty in America. From the first 
she had many advantages, for she lived 
in an atmosphere where subjects of 
world interest were the usual topics of 
conversation, where literature was inti- 
mately associated with daily living, 
where several languages were spoken as 
a matter of course, and where the fine 
arts were held at their rightful value. 
To hear onecdotes of those early days, 
when the young and _ inexperienced 
parents were adjusting themselves to the 
realities of a crude society, is as fasci- 
nating as reading the best kind of 
romance. Since her father was from 
North Germany and her mother from 
South, she learned early of picturesque 
village life, of tolerance and intolerance 
in religion, of old legends, of manners 
and customs. Later, the hours we spent 
in reading Im Zwielicht, Der Schwieger- 
sohn, Wilhelm Tell, and all our other 
“first classics” were illuminated by the 
vistas she could open, by the witty 
stories and charming old romances she 
could tell, by the hundred and one clever 
and original devices she had for trans- 
forming a class-room into a castle, town, 
or forest, and a recitation into an absorb- 
ing adventure. We appreciate her skill 
now more than we did at the time; we 
simply took it for granted then, as chil- 
dren do all delightful things. 

After a high school course, supple- 
mented by work in music and in the 
languages with private teachers, Nora 
Linderberg taught for three years in the 
high school in her own town.

EDITORIAL NOTES. 


On at least two previous occasions the 
present Editor of The Record has asked 
to be relieved of his duties, but has per- 
mitted himself to be overruled. While 
he appreciates very much the flattering 
regard of those who have hitherto op- 
posed his retirement, he now feels it 
absolutely necessary to decline further 
reelection to his present office, not only 
for urgent personal reasons, but also for 
the ultimate best interests of The Record 
and the Alumni Associatton. 


The need has been recognized for some 
time that the staff should be enlarged 
and the editorial work more widely dis- 
tributed, but little progress nas yet been 
made in that direction. Largely because 
of the peculiar position he has been 
permitted to acquire in the workings of 
the Alumni Association, the Hditor has 
seemed unable to divest himself of any 
considerable share of his work by any 
means short of having somebody else 
elected in his place. It seems likely that 
some other alumnus, unhampered by the 
circumstances mentioned, will be able to 
put the Record staff on a more perma- 
nent basis, and there is no certainty 
that any future time would be any more 
favorable to such a change of editorship 
than the present.

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CORNER STONE LAID. 


Ceremony Held by the Alumni 
on the Fourth of March. 


The corner-stone of the new Central 
High School building was laid Thursday 
afternoon, March 4, 1915, with appro- 
priate though simple cereimonies vunder 
the auspices of the Alumni Association. 
It was a fine day, clear, and not too 
cold, the usual early March snowstorm 
being postponed until March 5, for our 
special benefit. A large crowd of alumni, 
students and others, variously  esti- 
mated at from 1,500 up, filled all the 
available space in front of the stone 
and spread out across Clifton street to 
the lawns on the rorth side The Central 
battalion of High School Cadets at- 
tended in military formation. Imme- 
diately behind the spot where the stone 
was to be laid, on the floor of what is to 
be the principal’s office of the new 
school, were officials of the District gov- 
ernment, members of the Board of Ed- 
ucation, and a number of other special- 
ly invited guests. 

The ceremonies began a few minutes 
after 4 o'clock and continued for about 
three-quarters of an hour. Robert Craig 
Greene, ’00, president of the Alumni As- 
sociation, presided. Rev. Clarence W. 
Whitmore, 02, pastor of St. Agnes’ P. E. 
Chapel, delivered the invocation. Then 
followed a series of brief addresses, of 
which the first was by Mr. Henry P. 
Blair, president of the Board of Educa- 
tion and a former student of the Wash- 
ington schools. It was greatly regret- 
ted that Superintendent Thurston, for- 
mer Superintendent Stuart, and Assist- 
ant Superintendent Kramer were all un- 
able to be present owing to various 
causes.

Managers, and covers essentially the 
same ground as the report read at the 
reunion on December 28, 1914. _ Owing 
to a change in the time of electing offi- 
cers, this report covers a period of a 
year and a half, from June, 1913, through 
December, 1914. The following seven 
officers were elected at the business 
meeting on June 12, 1913: Fred L. Fish- 
back, ’88, president; Helen M. Coolidge, 
‘00, vice-president in charge or corre- 
spondents; Emily F. Sleman, ’01, vice- 
president in charge of school interests; 
George W. Hodgkins, ’09, vice-president 
and editor of The Alumni Record; A. 
Magruder McDonald, 11, vice-president 
in charge of entertainment; John M. Mc- 
Lachlen, '09, secretary, Anne B. Moore, 
97, treasurer. This election was for a 
half-year only, but all the officers were 
re-elected for an additional full year on 
December 26, 1918, making a year and 
a half in all. Their successors were 
elected at the recent reunion of Decem- 
ber 28, 1914. 

fhe general management of the Asso- 
ciation’s affairs has been in the hands 
of the seven officers acting as an Fixecu- 
tive Committee. An advisory body 
known as the Board of Managers was 
also provided for, consisting of the offi- 
cers and sixteen others appointed by 
them. This Board was called together 
on November 18, 1914, to consider vari- 
ous matters of importance, including 
certain constitutional amendments which 
were finally adopted at the reunion in 
December, and which permit an increase 
in the number of officers and also en- 
large the Board of Managers under the 
new title of Advisory Board. 

During the period of this report the 
special work of the Asociation has been 
divided into four departments, each un- 
der the charge of a vice-president. This 
plan has worked very well, but a still 
larger number of vice-presidents is 
needed. To fill this need eleven vice- 
presidents have been elected for 1915. 

The membership of the Association 
for 1913 was lower than in the preced- 
ing year, but in 1914 a new high record 
was set.

The financial condition 
of the Association has been gradually 
improved, and we close the year 1914 
with a considerable balance in the 
treasury, including a small net surplus 
on the year’s work.

A 
theater benefit was held on January 12

on June 12, 1914. These events to- 
gether netted nearly $200 in profits for 
the Association, the theater benefit be- 
ing the largest yet held, and the excur- 
sion being exceeded only by the one in 
1911. (For further details see appen- 
dix.) 

The Alumni Record has been issued 
seven times during the year and a half 
of this report, and sent out to all mem- 
bers of the Alumni Association. Sample 
copies have also been used to secure 
new members. The first five issues were 
printed by the Carnahan Press, and the 
remaining two by the Hayworth Pub- 
lishing House, both of this city. Four 
of the issues were of eight pages cach, 
two of 12 pages, and one of 16 pages, 
double-column. We continue to have 
difficulty in maintaining our mailing 
list for The Record and for notices, be- 
cause members change their addresses 
and do not notify us. We obviously can 
not supply The Record regularly unless 
we know the correct address, and mem- 
bers can hardly expect us to learn of 
every change of address unless they 
tell us direct. i" 

Our work for school interests has in- 
cluded the giving of three cadet medals 
in an individual competitive drill, and 
our usual support of the alumni table at 
the spring lunch.

Before an appreciative audience of 
more than five hundred students, alum-

THE NEW BUILDING, 


Work on the new building on Clifton 
street has progressed rapidly since the 
corner-stone was laid three months 
ago. It is expected that the roof will be 
placed on the structure early in July, 
After that, however, there is a great 
deal of work to be done on the inte- 
rior, and also on the stadium which is to 
occupy the southern part of the site, 
It is not planned to move the school 
into the new building until September, 
1916, though parts of the building may 
be put to some use next spring.

Dr. Elgin R. L. Gould, who served as 
a teacher of history on the high school 
faculty in the middle eighties, died in 
New York on August 18. Dr, Gould left 
Washington to take up socioiogical work 
in New York City, and achieved promi- 
nence in that field. He was a recognized 
authority on housing and labor condi- 
tions and at one time made extensive in- 
quiries on those subjects in Europe for 
the Government.

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NEWS OF THE SCHOOL 


Central opens the new year with a 
greatly increased attendance. The en- 
rollment on the first of October was 
1381, an increase of about 250 over the 
corresponding time a year ago. The in- 
crease is very largely in anticipation of 
Central’s entrance into tne new building 
next fall, and further large increases 
are expected in February and, of course, 
next September. The other high schools 
are also crowded, and the new Central, 
with room for 2500 pupils, is urgently 
needed to relieve congestion. 


Some changes have been made in the 
O street building to accommodate the 
increased enrollment, converting nearly 
every available space into classrooms. It 
is likely that some outside quarters will 
have to be found when the further in- 
crease comes in February. The present 
enrollment is the largest in the school’s 
history except for one year, 1890-91, 
when what was then the only high 
school in the city (the branch schools 
being started in the fall of 1891) had a 
total of 1422 pupils. 


The football squad is hard at work 
under Coach Thomas and Captain Ock- 
stadt, aided by several alumni, and ex- 
pects to give a good account of itself. 
Central’s games in the championship 
series, unless bad weather causes some 
postponement in the schedule will take 
place at Georgetown field on Tuesday, 
October 19, against Eastern; Friday, Oc- 
tober 29, against Business; Tuesday, 
November 9, against Technical, and Fri- 
day, November 19, against Western.

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IMPROVEMENTS SUGGESTED. 


Officers Recommend Changes in Ar- 
rangement of Work for Next Year. 


The officers of the Association have 
decided to recommend to their success- 
ors, to be chosen at the coming election, 
a change which they believe will secure 
greater efficiency in the Association's 
work. At present the Association has 
fourteen officers, including four general 
officers-president, general vice-president, 
secretary, and treasurer—and ten spec- 
ial vice-presidents each in charge of some 
one phase or department of work. These 
fourteen officers constitute the Execu- 
tive Committee, which meets about 
eight times a year. 

It has not been founa possible, how- 
ever, for this single Executive Commit- 
tee, even aided by occasional sub-com- 
mittees, to give-all the phases of .:the 
Association's work the committee 
attention which they should receive. The 
natural solution of this problem seems 
to be a more permanent and definite ar- 
rangement of sub-committees each of 
which will have particular responsibil- 
ity for one main branch of the Associa- 
tion’s work. It will readily be seen that 
our work falls very naturally into three 
such branches. In one division belong 
matters of membership, the publication 
of The Record, and the corps of class 
secretaries, all of which need to be close- 
ly related in operation. Another -group 
is formed by social activities, including 
the reunion, the excursion, and theatri- 
cals. In the third group fall such spec- 
ial lines of work as aid of school inter- 
ests, the college bureau, any possible 
work in the vocational and. employment 
field, etc—a group which we are gradu- 
ally developing but not as fully as we 
une and could do if there were a

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The New Building. 


Plastering, carpentering, and other in- 
terior work have been progressing at 
New Central in the last few months, and 
the photographs reproduced herewith 
will give an idea of the present condition 
of the building. On the exterior, the 
concrete stadium is rapidly taking shape, 
and the frieze above the main Clifton 
street entrance has been completed. 
This frieze is in three panels symboliz- 
ing respectively the academic, commer- 
cial, and technical branches which are 
to be combined in the curriculum of the 
new school. 

While weather, strikes, and other 
causes have delayed some of the work 
since it was first started in the spring of 
1914, there will be no difficulty in having 
it. in readiness for the opening of classes 
next fall. The work of moving the school 
into its new home will take place next 
summer, The assembly hall may be 
completed in time for the commencement 
exercises this coming June. It will be 
remembered that the building is to cost 
in all nearly $1,500,000, including the site. 
It will have accomodations for 2,500 pu- 
pils, or nearly double the capacity of 
the present building. 

January 11, 1916, will mark a third 
of a century of usefulness for the build- 
ing on O street now occupied by Central, 
being just thirty-three years and four 
months from the day—September 11, 
1882—when the present structure was 
first opened for classes. 


The Commissioners’ Estimates

the seventh annual Christmas reunjon 
one alumni, held at the school on Tues- 
day afternoon, December 28, was by at 
the largest that Central has ever had.

EDITORIAL NOTE.

OUR PRESIDENT. 


On September 11, 1882, the structure 
on O street, still occupied though so soon 
to be vacated by Central, was opened to 
classes.

as Gideon Allen Lyon, Jr. 

During the three years then composing 
the high school course, Mr. Lyon took an 
active part in student affairs. He joined 
the new cadet corps, becoming a corporal 
and then a lieutenant, and incidentally 
lent his musical talent to several of the 
concerts given in connection with the ex- 
hibition drills. In hig senior year he was 
treasurer of his class.

daily. After five years he went to @ 
New York paper, but a year and a half 
later found him back on The Star, in 
whose service he still remains as @880 
ciate editor. Along with his reporters 
duties he early displayed talent in edb 
torial writing when opportunity offered, 
and in 1896 he became regular editorial 
writer of The Star. 

Mr. Lyon has always maintained his 
interest in the high school, and has lately 
had an added attraction through his 
daughter, Louise Lyon, Central 12.

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AN EDITORIAL LETTER 


The present issue of The Record 
comes out about a month after it 
was originally planned to appear. 
This will not, however, alter the plan 
to get out another issue not long after 
the middle of June, and present in- 
dications are that we will easily have 
eight pages of good material to of- 
fer then. After the summer vacation 
issues in October and December will 
be required to complete the five num- 
bers promised for 1916. 

While the late appearance and small 
size of the present issue are to be 
regretted, they will not be without 
good effect if they serve to emphasize 
the real need of some better organ- 
ized arrangements for handling the 
editorial work of The Record. For 
both the February and the present is- 
sues, the pressure of other work made 
it impossible for the editor-in-chief 
to give the necessary time to send 
the paper to press as planned. In 
the case of the present issue this con- 
dition continued so that he was 
forced finally to send four pages to 
press, letting the remainder of the 
matter wait for another issue. Dur- 
ing this delay, moreover, a number 
of the “Alumni News” items were, in 
some manner unexplained, lost while 
in the editor’s possession, and conse- 
quently we do not have as full a 
budget of news as usual, We regret 
this loss especially because the ma- 
terial lost was that of our contribu- 
tors, but we hope that our correspon- 
dents will be able to rectify the edi- 
tor’s fault and supply most of the 
items again in time for our next is- 
sue (which will have to go to press 
in little more than a week after the 
present issue appears). 

A paper of this sort should not be 
allowed to depend so much upon the 
initiative and efforts of a single per- 
son as is now the case. Times are al- 
ways bound to come when that indi- 
vidual is not in a position to handle 
the work when it is needed, and, if 
it becomes necessary for him to re- 
linquish the work altogether, the 
change cannot be made smoothly. 
The editor has received and is receiy- 
ing assistance in some lines, but for 
the most part he has been met by a 
very flattering but very inconvenient 
willingness on the part of the Asso- 
ciation to let things continue as they 
are. Next fall, however, the present 
editor will not in any case be able 
to continue in complete editorial 
charge, and absence from the city 
May quite possibly make it necessary 
for him to give up active connection 
with the paper altogether. And en- 
tirely apart from such considerations 
he would feel that six years and a 
half is a long enough tour of service 
on The Record to merit retirement. 

Financially The Record is on a sure 
and permanent basis. At the present 
writing the association has about 625 
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paid members, more than twi 
many as when The Record was 
ed. But editorially The Recorg 
not be considered to be on a perma, 
nent basis until new workers are 
added and the work more effectually 
distributed among them. With so 
large a body of alumni as we have 
there should be no reason why per. 
sons in some measure acquainted 
with editorial work and available for 
such service cannot be found, It 
the Alumni Record is to prosper as 
a permanent feature of the Alumni 
Association, the alumni must realize 
that this need is a very real one and 
must be met. If you could help ip 
some way yourself, do not wait for 
us to find you and extend a specia) 
invitation. If you cannot help on 
your own part, perhaps you know of 
others who might serve. Communi- 
cations may be addressed to the edi- 
tor, as undersigned, at Central High 
School.

In his 
speech he referred to the great possi- 
bilities of the school in its new home, 
and to its history and the “Central 
spirit” of loyalty and co-operation which 
is a legacy from that history. 

The principal address of the evening 
was made by Justice Wendell Phillips 
Stafford of the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia. In a noteworthy 
address Justice Stafford dwelt upon the 
making of character as the real goal of 
education, for which magnificent build- 
ings can be of avail only when cou- 
pled with the power of personality of 
those who direct the school’s work.

The following report shows in brief 
the activities of the Association during 
the year 1916. At the Christmas reunion 
of 1915 a constitutional amendment was 
adopted permitting an increase in the 
number of vice-presidents, with a view 
covering more effectively the various 
branches of the Association’s work. The 
following twenty-two officers (eight more 
than for the previous year) were elected:

Two well-attended meetings of the Ad- 
visory Board were held on February 2 
and September 25, to take up matters 
of special importance, while other busi- 
ness of the Association was transacted 
at various meetings of the Bxecutive 
Committee (composed of the officers) 
and of standing and special sub-commit- 
tees. 

The membership during 1916 was the 
largest the Association has ever had, and 
prospects are excellent for still further 
increase in 1917. The total paid mem- 
bership in 1916 was 631, compared with 
528 for the previous year. 

Owing to the large membership  in- 
come and economy in expenditures, the 
Association was enabled materially to 
better its financial condition during the 
yyear. Further details regarding the 
Association’s finances will be found in 
the financial summary appended to this 
report. 

Four issues of The Alumni Record 
were sent to members of the Association 
during the year. 

Three social events were arranged dur- 
ing 1916—the alumni vaudeville on April 
13 and 14; 
Hall on June 9; and the Christmas re- 
union on December 26. The Christmas 
reunion afforded a special attraction as 
the first alumni gathering in the new 
building. The proceeds of the vaudeville 
were placed in the alumni room fund. 
while the other two events were planned 
merely with a view to meeting their own 
expenses arid were successful from that 
standpoint as well as socially. 

Central moved into its new quarters 
in September. In the new building the 
Alumni Association has improved facili- 
ties in a room of its own, conveniently 
located near the main entrance. Plans 
are in progress to provide for the per- 
manent furnishing of this room.

Poor Patronage of an Exceptional Produ 
“Never Say Die’ 


Suppose you were the possessor of five 
million dollars. and not a soul in the 
world to leave it to. Suppose further 
that you only had one month to live ac- 
cording to the diagnosis of your condi- 
tion by two of England’s most eminent 
physicians. And further that a young 
artist friend of yours, without a cent in 
the world was engaged to a young girl, 
whose mother has just lost every cent 
by the failure of a bank. Now would 
you leave your money to the artist or 
marry the girl and fulfill the promise 
you made her that she would be a 
wealthy widow in a month? The latter 
is what Dionysins Woodbury did in the 
play “Never Say Die,” which was pre- 
sented by The Alumni Players in the 
New Central Auditorium Friday evening, 
April 27. 1917. 

The whole performance has a finish 
that is rarely seen in amateur produc- 
tions and all too seldom in most of our 
stock plays. The play was mounted in 
artistic fashion and the action was car- 
ried out with a professional dash. The 
usual mistakes of amateur productions 
were notably absent. Every member of 
the cast deserves especial praise for the 
way he or she read the lines. The per- 
formance, finished as it was, showed 
plainly the careful study and preparation 
of each individual player. About the 
play, little can be said except that it is 
a pure farce. noted for its amusing situa- 
tions and exceedingly clever speeches. 
The complication which arose throughout 
the play kept the appreciative audience 
in a continuance uproar. The work of 
each character on the stage was so 
thorough that not a single cue was given 
wrong, nor were thare ‘any mistakes 
in the lines of any of the cast. 

The role of the young American Milion- 
aire. Woodbury. the original part played 
by that master comedian, Mr. William 
Collier, was played by Tom H. Chapman, 
09. The honors of the evening fell to, 
him and Miss Madeleine Merkling, ’14, 
who played opposite Mr. Chapman in the 
part originally created by Miss Paula 
Marr.

He worked hard 
and with the able assistance of several 
of the alumni produced a play which 
will remain long a pleasant memory to 
those fortunate to have seen it, 

It was such a performance as one rare- 
ly sees prdouced entirely by amateurs 
with the help of trained professionals 
and several out of two engagements were 
offered the players. These however had 
to be refused on account of conditions 
arising ut of the war.

There was nothing 
fluky” about the verdict either. The 
team captained by one of the famous 
MacDonald family. “Jake,” (unfortunate- 
ly the last of the line) won four games. 
Tech was the first victim with the score 
11 to 1, Western was humbled 9 to 0, 
Eastern, 10 to 1, and Business. 16 to 6. 
These scores certainly speak for them- 
selves. But for the fact that the team 
was crippled. there is no telling what 
sort of a score the boys would have rolled 
up against Business, the last victim. 

Track 


Everyone realized that there was cause 
for grave fear when the track season 
rolled around, lest Central might have a 
close call for honors. Tech, it was gen- 
erally known, was “out for blood.” And 
the dope carried, Central won, but only 
after a battle that will long be remem- 
bered. Central scored 60 points to 51 
for Tech, ten of the total being gained on 
a victory in the relay. 

It was the first meet under the new 
scoring system, 5 points for first, three 
for second, two for third, and one for 
fourth place. Central profited by the 
arrangement. winning the majority of 
fourth places. The relay counted, 10, 6, 
4, and 2, but Tech and Central had the 
only entries. Central won handily. One 
record went by the boards, Captain Shee- 
han of Tech, smashing a mark establish- 
ed by “Reds” Wilson, back in 1907. Shee- 
han, negotiated the half in 2 minutes, 
2 2-5 seconds, about four-seconds faster 
than the time of the former Central star. 

The week following the high school 
meet, ‘Bill’ Foley took a team to Tome, 
and won the annual meet of that well 
known institution. The youngsters who 
had expected to suffer in the perform- 
ances in that they had been primed for 
the championship games, surprised their 
most ardent followers. John Holden, a 
newcomer at Central. broke the record 
in the 660 novice, clipping four second 
off the record to the credit of a Hill 
school athlete that had stood since 1910.

This would have prevented Central 
from putting a really representative team 
in the field, for obviously a large part of 
our strength lies in our numbers. 


The other schools felt we had an un- 
fair advantage. They are, therefore, using 
this legislation as a means of handicap- 
ping Central and so _ equalizing ~ their 
chances, This principle is an innovation in 
the world of sport. Its supporters contend 
that it is as fair to one as it is to another. 
So it is. To decide a Track Meet by 
drawing straws would also be as fair to 
one as to another. But it is not athletics 
and has no precedent in the athletic world 
that we are able to discover. 

It has always been considered that such 
advantages as superior numbers and 
equipment give are the product of chance 
and are duly allowed for by public opin- 
ion. When Colgate, backed by 400 boys, 
plays Yale, backed by 3,000, the public 
realizes and allows for the discrepancy. 
Not so very long ago Central had 400 
boys to Teck’s 1,000, but no plea for ad- 
justment has ever been recorded as com- 
ing from Central. :

Lieut. Clinton Vanpelt Newbold, ’10, died 
as a result of wounds received in action 
at Soissons in July. The notification from 
the brigade commander includes citation 
for conspicuous bravery in action July 18- 
23, with the following statement: “In the 
face of heavy machine gun fire, after the 
loss of many of his men, he personally 
led and directed the remainder, although 
mortally wounded himself.” Major Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, Jr., commander of the bat- 
talion and wounded in the same battle, 
said in a letter to Mrs. Newbold, “Your 
husband died the death of a very fine sol- 
dier and gentleman. I should be proud to 
go that way myself. He was a man of 
whom I was really fond and I intended 
to put him in command of a company at 
the earliest opportunity.” Lieut. Newbold 
was active in the cadets at Central, serving 
as adjutant of the Central battalion in his 
senior year, and also took part in dra- 
matics. After graduation he attended the 
University of Pennsylvania, subsequently 
entering the employ of the Goodyear Kub- 
ber Company at Akron, Ohio. He en- 
tered the first officers’ training camp: at 
Fort Benjamin Harrison, and was com- 
missioned a first lieutenant on completion 
of the course. He left for France in Sep- 
tember, 1917, with Company C, 26th In- 
fantry. On August 20, 1917, he was mat-

Capt. W. E. Reynolds, ’78, was one of 
the three senior captains of the Coast 
Guard promoted to the full rank and pay 
of captains in the Navy on recommenda- 
tion of the naval selection board in Aug- 
ust. Capt. Reynolds’ name appeared first 
on the list. 

Among the several hundred Central 
alumni in various ranks of the Army, our 
records show a number of colonels and 
three generals—Maj.-Gen. Clarence C. Wil- 
liams, 89, chief of ordnance; Brig.-Gen. E. 
E. Winslow, ’82, engineers; and Brig.-Gen. 
Oliver L. Spaulding, Jr., ’91, field artillery. 
Central is not so fully represented in the 
Navy as in. the Army, particularly among 
the older and more experienced officers. 
In the Navy itself, Commander Richard 
Wainwright, Jr., ’99, appears to be the 
ranking Centralie as our records now 
stand, while, in the naval establishment 
as a whole, he is, of course, outranked by 
Capt. Reynolds, 78, of the Coast Guard, 
mentioned in the preceding paragraph.
